WATER — Water is closely con- 
trolled nalionally by the National 
Water Cartier Corporation and dis- 
tributed tocatly by the 
municipalities. The flow of water to 
each private dwelling ls measured 
by 8 mater usually placed just out- 
side the building for easy reading 
by tha water department inspec- 
tors and bills based on bi-monthly 
teadings are mailed to the con- 
sumer Or delivered directly to his 
home. Although the bills are for 
two-month periods, they may (and 
usually do) arrive long after that 
period has passed. Tha bill for 
January-February may arrive in 
May. the dill for March-April in Ju- 
ly. etc. Obviously, this dees not 
make any difference since you will 
still be recaiving your full comple- 
ment of six bills per year. Tha only 
fime to be careful is when you are 
taking Over an apartment. Arranges 
to keep in touch with the previous 
Occupant 80 that you can be sure 
he will be around to pay tha late- 
‘arriving bills, or else contact the ὁ 
water department and have a 
teading done on the day you move 
in and have your own bilia start 
from that date. 


The water bill itself Is based ona 
three-tarilf system. The firet sixteen 
cubic meters of water are charged 
at ONe rate, the next sixteen at a 
‘More expansive rate, arid a third 
more expensive rate for amounts 
excaeding 32 cubic meters. In the 
case of a household with more 
than four people, six extra cubic 
maters of water are allowed et tha 
cheapest rate for each person after 
the fourth, To obtain this rate, a 
special, form must be filled out at 
the water department. 

In apartment buildings where 
water is also used In common with 
Other tenants (for car washing, 
watering the garden, cleaning the 
stairwell, ate.), this amount ie divid- 
ed equally among all the con- 
sumera In the building (under the 
heading Mefresh). There is also ἃ 


10 each bill amounting to ΒΟ agorot 
on every cublc meter of water. 
Bills for water consumption are 
payable within- two weedks of 
receipt and no reminders are sent. 


Due te the possibility of late 


delivary of the chance that the con- 
sumor is away, 8 cortain porlod of 
grace is usually allowed However, 
the water can be shut olf if no pay- 
ment is recoived after two weoke. 
Following settlemont of the out- 
standing bill plus a re-connecting 
fee of iL60, the law states that the 
water servica must be restored 
within 24 hours, 

Water bills can be paid ai all 
bank branches or at tha offices of 
the water dapartment. Paymant of 
One bill is nO guarantee that a 
previous bill has been setiled and it 
ia therefore advisable that your 
siamped receipt be safely filed 
away for at feast one year. 


ELECTRICITY — Electricity In 
Isreet ἧς the responsiblity of tha 
fsraal Electric Company (Hevrat 
MaHashmai). Like the water 
department. it provides a mater for 
each private dwelling and sands 
Out inspectors to take readings on 
a bi-monthly basie, Bille are alther 
mailed or delivered to each home 
Onca every two months and three 
weeks are allowed for payment. 
After that date, interest la added at 
the rate Οἵ 22 par cant per annum 


and a collaction fee is charged. | 


Unlike the water department, 
however, the aslectric company 
dogs sent Out warming notices (at 
least three) and oniy in extrame 
oases will it disconnect the power 
supply. To make payment easaler, 
the company suggests that you 
suthoriza your bank to make 
teguiar payments for you by having 
tham deducted from your account.

88 well as providing gas in baffenim 
{cylindors). 

If you are moving into an apart- 
ment building that haa 6. singla 
common gaa system, you can 
simply ask to be hooked up to "ἢ 
and the amount of gas you use will 
be metered. You will than receive a 
bill avery two months from the gap 
cOmpany that supplies your 
building. In same placos, each .in- 
dividual apartment has ite own gaa 
supply (usually two amall daffonim 
located somawhere outelda the 
buliding). Whan one δαήοη Is emp- 
ty, you yourself have to onder a 
replacament and pay for it When it 
is delivered. {August 1978 price +- 
IL95) In thete cases, you can 
shooso from whichever company 
you think will supply the bast ser- 
vice. Some disadvantages of the 
small Dafonim include having to 
worry about ordering replacements 
and the possibility — sdmittedly 
rere — that someone will make off 
with one Gf your cylinders (which at 
today's prices cost about [400 
gach to replace), If you are moving 
into a new home end want to have 
gas provided, you will have to 
make a deposit to the gas company 
for the equipment they install, but 
883 a new immigrant you are en- 
titled to an axemption on a portion 
of the tanes on these items. If you 
are buying 8 second-hand spart- 
Mant, the previous owner will 
probably ask to ba rolmburead for 
the deposit he had to make on the 
equipment. In such cases, you are 
usually batter off juat paying him 
rather than trying tO utilize your 
meager Immigrant privileges by 
having new equipmont installed. 

Gas bills can be paid at your 
bank or at the offices of the gas 
companies, Becausa they sre 
Private cOmpanias and thera is 
some compatition, you can usually 
get away with longer dolays In pay- 
mant οἵ ges bills than with other 
uillitlas, but of coursa we would 
not recommend that you fool with 
the fuel that cooks your food. 
Cooking with electricity is 
prohibitively expensive in this 
country and firewood axtramely 
scarce. !

The comparison is nol mi: 
fetched as it may seem, sy 


eompared the trials of Anatoly 
Shceharansky and other Sovict 
Joewlsh dissidents to the Dreyfus 
ease. That comparison has some 
merit. But in fact the current 
persecution of Jews in the Sovict 
Union ia rooted far back in Rus- 
sian history, and haa Its closest 
Parallels in the infamous blood 
hel cases that periodically reeur 
in Rugala. 

The Soviets are not accusing 
Jewish diasidents of ritual murder 
— not yet. But historically, a seg: 
ment of the Russian people has 
Proved itself so obsessed with the 
Jews and the blood libel infamy 
has proved ao persistent, that it 
would not be surprising to hear of 
the ritual murder charge or 
something akin to it re-surfacing. 

The blood libel indeed could sur- 
face again if it were thought to 
have political value. For it hag 
been used for political ends 
before. 

The most famous instance in 
modern times of the political 
blood Iibel is the case of Mendel 
Bellla — although even that ox- 
(raordinary trial has hardly had 
the altention ft deserves. Bernard 
Malamud, of course, won the 
Pulitzer Prize In 1966 for his fic- 
tlonalized account of the case. But 
The Fixer seems set in the Middle 
Ages, rather than in 1913. Maurice 
Samucl also pubilshed a book in 
1966 about the caso; in that book, 
valicd Blood Accusation, he com- 
plaina: 

“Looking back across half a 
century, my generation wonders 
why the Beilis case hag fallen into 
hear oblivion. very educated 
person has heard of the Dreyfus 
cage, and many have at least a no- 
tion of what it was about. Of a 
dozen educated persons below the 
age of δῦ, one or two will respond 
to the name Beilis and then with: 
“Some sort of trial, wasn't 17" 


The libel that 
will not die 


The Soviets are not accusing Jewish dissidents of ritual murder — at least 
not yet. But that charge has a long history in Russia, has been used for 
political ends before, and conceivably could arise again. Former dissident 
MIKHAIL AGURSKY traces the history of the infamous blood libel.

A murder. charge had 
been fabricated against Mendel 
Bellis (fabricated so poorly that it 
didn't stand up In court) solely as 
the reault of a polftical con- 
spiracy against Russian Jewry. 
Samuel maintains that this con- 
splracy was fragile because 
everyone Involved in It was a oon- 
scious falsifler, 

But Prof. Hansa Rogger of the 
University. of Californin has a 
somewhat differant view. Writing 
In the Slavic Review in 1966, 
Rogger argues that thore wag in- 
decd o conspiracy, but that the 
conspirators sincerely believed in 
the blood bel, Rogger has an in- 
teresting term for these con- 
spirators; he calls tham “honest 
maniaca,"" oo ne

And the baby was featured 
prominently again In the Bellis 
trial. This time the Gabriel story 
served as one of the main 
historical arguments for the 
cution.

November, 1910, the new superior 


of St. Basil's (Vostorgoy had been 
executed) and hia aasiatant were 
arrested on charges of being 
purveyors of anti-Semitiam. The 
legitimacy of Gabriel us a aalnt 
actually became an tasue In the 
trial. The result of this bizarre 
business was that the two priests, 
along with other attendants at the 
church, were given varying 181} 
sentences (all were released In 
the general amnesty of the second 
anniversary of the Revolution) 
and the bones of little Gabriel 
were disposed of. 

One would like to think that with 
the casting out of Gabriel's bones 
there was a concurrent casting 
out of the blood libel. Alas, such 
was not the case. 

Only three years later the 
matter flared up again — this 
time right on Red Square, only a 
few hundred metres from St. 
Basil's Cathedral. 

Just a few days before Pessah, 
an old Jewish beggar named Gin- 
din was discovered trudging 
through the square with a 


suspicious sack over his shoulder. 
Passersby demanded to know 
what waa in the bag. The old Jew 
either stumbled or was pushed to 
the pavement. The. corpse, ofa 
child rotled out of the sack and the 
cry went up: ‘Passover! Ritual 
Murder!" The small crowd rapid- 
ly turned into a huge mob., 

Across the way in the Krémlin, 
Lenin was informed of the inci- 
dent, and determined to prevent a 
riot, he dispatched squads of 
police with orders that the matter 
by cleared up immediately, 

It turned out that Gindin eked 
out a Hving by burying Jewish 
orphans, The orphanage which 
employed him was checked out, 
Gindin was cleared of any charges 

. (and indeed was eventually given 
a state pension), Pravda and 
Tzveatia editorialized with 
revolutionary fervour against 

blood Libels, and the Jews began to 
breathe easily. - 

‘Though not for long. In June 


᾿ς 1928, a:high school teacher gained 


notoriety for telling her pupils 


that the Beilis case had proved the 


eharge of ritual murder, but that 
the defendant had got uff because 
Jews had bribed the Jury. Offictal- 
Iy. the government waa frowning 
on such stories. Rut amoung the 
populace, the blond bel obsession 
would not dle. A few more ex- 
amples shaw not only how perala- 
tent the fantasy was, but how 
widespread. 
O In 1929 a priest from the 
village of Gavrilovka in the 
Ukraine complained that hia son 
had been ritually murdered by 
Jews. Witneasea to the murder 
were found. But then the boy 
himself was found; he had run off 
to Baku. 
O After World War II, a pogrom 
broke out in Kielce, Poland, 
following rumoura that a Chria- 
tlan child had been murdered for 
Pessah. Several dozen Jewish sur- 
vivors of the death camps were 
killed. At least one writer, Mikhail 
Checinsky, argues that the 
pogrom waa {napired by the Soviet 
secret police for severa) reasons, 
Including an attempt to discredit 
Polish anti-Sovict resistance. 
Whatever the reason, the case 
shows the blood accusation was 
current among the Pales, 
O In 1061, in the Musiem town of 
Buinaksk, in Sovict Dagestan 
near the Cuspian Sea, a 
newspaper article decried the 
Jewish religion, sting among Its 
reasons the use of ''Mosiem 
hlood’’ in Peasah wine, Such ac- 
cusations had emerged in this 
area back in the 1920s as well. 
O In September, 1961, in the 
Uzbek town of Margelan, a 
Bukharian Jewess named Mazol 
Yousupov and her 90-year-old 
father were arrested for the ritual 
murder of a two-year-old child. 
The charge was dropped three 
weeks later when the child was 
found in a neighbouring village. 
O The following year in 
Tashkent, a Jewish woman nom- 
οὐ Abigai was accused of drawing 
blood from a child's ear for 
‘Passover purposes.’ A member 
of the local Soviet demanded the 
expulsion of the 50,000 Jews from 
the city, The child eventually 
revealed that she had slipped and 
cut her ear. 
O In 1962, a Jewish dentist in 
Tskhaltubo, Georgia, was accused 
of drawing blood from the neck af 
a six-year-old boy and selling it to 
ἃ synagogue. Police finally 
cleared the dentist, one Nikolai 
Bomze, after he had been im- 
prisoned for some time, but he 
was ordered to leave Georgia for 
his own safety. 
O In 1963, rumours swept Vilna 
that a alx-year-old girl had been 
kidnapped and murdered by 
Jews. The corpse was eventually 
found and it was proved she had 
been raped and killed by a Lithua- 
nian student, who later committed 
suicide. 


THE CHARGE Ilves on, much in 
the same way that the infant 
Gabriol {a still venerated as a 
legitimate gaint. Indeed, an 
appeal was issued to the Holy 
Synod of the Russian Orthodox 
Church as recently as 1974, asking 
. that Gabriel's canonization be 
reconsidered, since {t had come 
about under pressure of the old 
Radical Right following the 
Beilis trial.

When the company was founded 
In 1951. many eritien spoke of “a 
waste of $4m,, building materiuis 
and good will.'' But the original 
American investors preferred to 
take the rvad of industrial invest- 
ment to outright philanthropy. 
The American group, led by 
Arthur Taubman, convinced the 
head of the Dayco Corporation, 
then an important tire manufac- 
turer, to participate. 

In Israel, Hevrat Ovdim, the 
Histadrut's industrial holding 
company joined forces with the 
Americans. The hadera site was 
chosen, machinery was purchas- 
ed and construction went apace. 

The initial work force numbered 
177, mostly new immigrants. 
Joseph Teicher, a young chemical 
engineer who had been a 
researcher for the Dunlop Tire 
Co. in England, was named presi- 
dent and subsequently headed the 
company for 20 years. 

In 1982, the first year of the com- 
pany's operation, 4,550 tires were 
produced, approximately the 
equivalent 200 tons of product, By 
the end of 1977, the annual produc- 
tion in tons had reached 86,500 and 
more than 4m, tires were produc: 
ed. Export sales reached the 
$41m. mark that year. The work 
force is more than 2,000, Including 
some 100 women on the production 
lines. The concept of an 
American-Israell ‘alliance’ has 
more than proved itself, |.” 

Yet by international standards 
Alliance is a small firm and has 
had to fight hard and continuously 
to find a niche in the competive in- 
dustry in which it operates. 


AT THE CORPORATE head- 
quarters in Hadera, Yosef 
Ra‘anan, Alliance's president, ex- 
Plained some of the difficulties 
which his company faces. 

“Since 1678 the tire industry has 
been suffering from chronic over-

THE ISRAEL Festival's sole con- 


tribution to the spoken word this' 


year is an appearance by Joseph 
Buloft, the distinguished Yiddish 
actor. In the Recanati Hall of the 
Te} Aviv Museum, which could not 
hold the large crowd even with 
chairs added, Mr. Buloff gave an 
evening of readings of master- 
pieces and minor pieces by Yid- 
dish writers, all of it 
enthusiastically recelved by as 
responsive an audience as any 
performing artist could wish. 
Joseph Buloff is one of the great 
actora of our time, in any 
language. He is one of those rare 
performers who can, ennoble an 
indifferent text, or even do 
without any text at all. One is 
reminded of such immortals as 


Talma and Sarah Bernhardt, who. 


appeared in inferior plays, and in- 
vested the shallow characters 
they had to play with depths the 
authors never dreamed οἵ, 


I LAST saw Buloff in a play in 
New York in December 1975. It 
was a thing called The Fifth 
Season, a Broadway comedy 
which had for years served as B 
vehicle for the late Menashe 
Skoolnick. Translated into Yid- 
dish, it ran. for a long time with 
Josepli Buloff in the main role of 
the tailor, a simple fellow mit 
foldene hent but no head for 
business, caught In the meat- 
grinder of New York's garment 
diatrict, 

A sillier Broadway comedy was 
never written, but it was a joy to 


watch Buloff asthe Chaplinesque. 


character trying to. cope with 
situations beyond his understan- 
ding, devising all sorts of fantastic 
stage business, keeping the 
audience in stitches by just being 
Buloft. : 

.He was funny in a heart- 
‘breaking way. All the suffering of

AFTER A CAREER spanning 
almost six decades -- Joseph 
Buloff started acting in the famed, 
short-lived Vilner Troupe during 
World War I — the world's 
foremost Yiddish actor no longer 
has a theatre in which to play, 
anywhere in the world. Years 
back he would come to Israel 
perlodically to appear in full- 
fledged shows, usually with an In- 
ferlor supporting cast, but this 
stopped when audiences for his 
kind of Yiddish theatre dwindled 
away. 

So we now have the annual 
pleasure of seeing Joseph Buloff 
‘whon Festival time comes 
around. He is as superb εἰ reader 
ΔΒ he fg an actor, forceful, infinite- 
ly expreasive, extracting every bit 
of meaning when he has a text 
worthy of his talent. This power of 
his was especially evident in the 
reading of Jacob Glatstein's poem 
on the Holocaust, one of the great 
poetic works of our time, in which 
the poet — in the manner of the 
prophets — makes his account 
with God on behalf of the Jewish 
people. 

The programme opened with 
Sholem Aleichem's The Tenth, 
an amusing trifle about nine Jews 
on 8 train (n search of a tenth fora 
minyan, and continued with 
Buloff's main stock-in-trade, 
pleces by Lutzky, the poct who 
wrote about peas in the soup and 
hats in the wind. It included an un- 
conscionably long and quite silly 
piece about a Yiddish-speaking 
immigrant {In America trying to 
learn English. If Buloff were to 
take my advice — thus ea- 
tablishing himself as the first ac- 
tor in history ever to take a 
oritle's advice — he would drop 
this piece of nonsense as unworthy 
of his talent.

Olga Ivinsknya’s book, A Cup- 
dive of Time, 1s ἃ memoir of her 
yeara with Pasternak. The period 
covered fa that during which he 
wrote Doctar Zhivago, had it 
published abroad and suffered the 
consequences. Ag an intimate porg 
trait of one of 20th ecntury 
Russia's great poeta it provides 
some fascinating Insights. In 
many of its character delineations 
{t complements what was written 
by Alexander Gladkov In his 
Meeting With Pasternak (review- 
ed hero last year) and, indeed, sho 
quotes him a number of times. 
Howover, if the reader hopes to 
find in this book an equivalont for 
Pagternak of what Nadezhda 
Mandelstam wrote on her hus- 
hand, he will be disappointed: the 
author is not as perapicacious, 
does not write In as warmly 
human or caustie a tone, nor Js 
she, I suspect, as intelligent.

But 
pen It she did, and Pasternak, or- 
dinarlly guileleas and willing to 
follow his conscience alone, how- 
ed to the pressure of Ivinskaya 
and friends, and signed it. He 
regretted it for the rest of his life. 
Indeed, his poem on the Nobel 
Prize, published abroad after this 
incident, was, among other 
things, his way of cancelling the 
effects of thia letter. The poem 
began: 


Tam caught like a beast at bay. 

Somewhere are people, freedom, 
light, 

But all I hear is the baying of the 
pack,

This incident along with 
numeroua others described here 
unfortunately illustrate another 
fact: that great men do not 
necessarily place their fates in the 
hands of the most capable women.

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THE FIGURE of Chaim Woilz- 
mann towers over the history of 
Zlonlam. Far from confirming hia 
own dictum that ‘you don't have 
to be mad to be a Zioniat, but it 
helps," hia concrete {magination, 
avorasion to political fantasy, plod- 
ding commitment to a cause 
whose real chances were ofton at 
odds with the requirements of 
public platforms, and consum- 
mate diplomatic skills have won 
him an unchallenged place In the 
pantheon of political leaders who 
steered the Zionist movement 
through the stormy waters of 
more than four decades and 
brought it finally to the shores of 
statehood. 

Beginning in October 1918, when 
Weizmann, as head of the Zionist 
Commission, had just returned to 
Engiand from Paleatine, and en- 
ding in July 1928, on the eve of the 
18th Zionist Congress at Carlsbad, 
the tettera and papers included in 
these beautifully produced 
volumes encompass one of the 
most active and fateful periods in 
the turbulent history of the Yishuv 
and the Zionist movement, 

Devoting himaelf first to the for- 
mulation of the Zionist case at the 
forthcoming Paris Peace 
Conference — the two basic 
demands being for international 
approval for the creation of a 
Jewish National Home in 
Palestine, with secure and 
economically sound borders, in 
which a Jewish community could 
develop, and for a British, man- 
date for the country — Weizmann 
was rewarded in Paris by what he 
called ‘a brilliant victory.” 

But he was constantly 
frustrated by the fact that 
diplomatic gains achieved in 
Paris or London did not necessari- 
ly bear fruit in Palestine, where, 
until July 1920, the Jews were 
often caught between a hostile 
British military administration — 
largely composed of bluff colonial 
soldiers who had little time for 
the finer points of Zionist am- 
bitions — and a sullen and oc- 
casionally violent native Arab 
population, amen red to the in- 
cltement of its religious leaders. 

With the appointment of Sir 
Herbert Samuel as the country's 
first High Commissioner in July 
1920, the end of the military ad- 
ministration and the formal in- 
auguration of the Mandate seem- 
ed to offer a bright new dawn for 
the Jewish National Home.

However, the spectre of Arab 
riots, attacks and unrest haunted 
the Yishuv from the first moment 
of British tutelage. 


WHIZMANN, the documents 
show, never ignored the Arab 
question. He had met Arab 
leaders in Cairo and Palestine in 
1918 and his frequent contacts 
with Emir Feisal — which con- 
cluded in the much vaunted 
Weizmann-Fejsal agreement of 
1919 — were intended to forestall 
apprehensions that the Zionists in- 
tended to disposseas the Araba. 
Analyzing Arab opposition in 
economic terms (‘'...the Arab is 
genuinely frightened of our im- 
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migration, not because he Is anti- 
Jewish, but because he was told 
that we are coming to take away 
his land"), Weizmann argued that 
Arab nationalism in Palestine was 
“superficial and 4 mero offshoot 
of affairs in Damascus. 

Attuned as he was to the 
nuances of getting along with the 
British, for whom he felt a deop 
and genuine sympathy, Welz- 
mann was often critical of the im- 
patience and tactlesanesa of 
Palestinian Jews in their dealings 
with the Mandatory authorities. 

After the Nebi Musa riote of 
April 1920, when Viadimir 
Jabotinsky was imprisoned in 
Aore jail for his Hagana activities 
in Jerusalem (and despite Welz: 
mann's efforts to free him, ac- 
cused the latter of inviting an ant!- 
Zionist policy on the part of the 
British administration), Weix- 
mann vented his bitterness and 
frustration towards the Yishuv. 

“One could have expected,” he 
wrote to David Hider, ‘that there 
would be more patience and self 
control at a time like this, but ap- 
parently personal ambition and 
petty vanity are taking the upper 
hand, They [the Palestinian 
Jews] seem to excel in a game of 
showing cheap heroiam and fic- 
titious martyrdom, and candidly, 
I am beginning to sympathize 
with the British administration 
more now than I ever did before." 


In May 1021 thero wore further 
disorders In Palestine, Although 
Welzmann acceded to Bamuol's 
request that he meet members of 
the Palestinian Arab delegation 
which went to Londou ta proas for 
the abrogation of the Balfour 
Declaration, discussions were en- 
tirely unproductive and Welz- 
mann roferred to the delegation — 
— privately — os ‘'that trash," 


CORRESPONDENCE from July 
1020 to the end of the period 
covered by these volumes shows 
Welzmann authorizing the secret 
disburse ment of funds to facilitate 
dealing with the increasingly 
serious problem of Arab oppoal- 
tion, and also for the purchase of 
arms for the fledgling Hagana. 

When the Mandate — to which 
he attached such great Impor- 
tance — was finally ratified by the 
League of Nations in July 1922, 
Weizmann was able to turn his 
attention to the concrete probloms 
of tranalating the idea of the 
Jewlah National Home into realt- 
ty. More than once, though, 
frustrated and annoyed by inter- 
nal Ziontst scheming and politick- 
ing, he threatened to resign, often 
working himself up into 
melodramatic states of self-pity 
over the meagreness of the 
movoment's financial resources, 
the trickle of immigration and the 
difficulties in acquiring new 
funds. 

But by July 1928 Weizmann 
could defend himeelf against hia 
critics and enemies with a lat of 
impressive gaina. The Mandate 
was accepted by international 
law. The finanolal situation of the 
Zionist movement was vastly im- 
proved, and Jewish immigration 
into Palestine was proceeding 
steadily at the rate of 8,000 per 
year, 

The correspondence reproduced 
in these three volumes — letters to 
people as diverse as Weismann's 
wife Vera, Winston Churchill, 
Viadimir Jabotinsky and Sir 
Herbert Samuel — are a 
fascinating and authentic record 
of the tremendous political 
creativity, frustration, pride and 
achievement of a man whose com- 
bination, aa Richard Crossman 
once put it, “of intellectual 
maturity and emotional in: 
stability’? made him without 
doubt the most gifted and brilliant 
of Zionism's leaders in its most 
crucial years. O

book they provide a list of the 
sources, in Hebrew and Einglish, 
on which the editors and their 
team of experts drew, 88 well as 
an additional bibliography. Next 
to each source is the number of 
the map to which it pertains. 

Finally, there is an index of 
place names arranged according 
to the numbers of the maps .in 
which they appear, covering In- 
cidenta or periods in which those 
places played a significant role. 
Under the major cities, the 
different neighbourhoods and 
landmarks are listed separately 
according to map numbers. 

Carta has done its usual ex- 
cellent job with this volume, ex- 
cept for one thing: the binding (by 
Pell of Givataylm) could have 
been better.

ANYONE WITH the slightest in- 
terest In Judaica should take out a 
subscription to the above journal, 
while all ''beginners" might well 
start with the Davis book. The 
former Is acholarly without being 
in the Jeaat pedestrian; the latter 
{s well enough informed and 
bubbling over with the small 
collector's infectlous joy in a hunt 
which, however modeat in meana, 
turns out to be on enriching 
cultural experience. 

The tatost edition of the Chicago 
imprint (it is otherwise a truly 
Isracli product, edited and printed 
hore) has widened its scope — and 
also any definition of Jewish art. 
The richly iilustrated articles 
cover digs of synagogues at 
Massada and the Herodion; a 
fascinating pleco on micography, 
the minute script employed in 
margins or columns of Hebrew B!- 
ble manuscripts, presented here 
ag an original Jewish decorative 
form; Joel Ben Simeon's 
manuscripts; styles in Venice's 
ghetto; symbols In 18th century 
Italian silver bookbinding; Jewish 
weaving in Kurdistan; the theme 
of peace in StelInhardt's woodcuts; 
clay lamps with biblical scenes; 
‘and Corbusler'a influence on two 
generations of Israeli architects, 

In addition, there are a number 
of informative hook reviews; a 
chronicle of events in the field; 4 
Mat of current publications; and 
an account of 8 new illustrated in- 
dex of iconography in Jewilah it- 
luminated manuscripts, devised 
by the editor, All in all, a really 
moveable feast. 


PROF. DAVIS and his wife, on the 
experience of their own collacting, 
have written a light and lively lit- 
tle book they rightly cla!m will not 
only help the discriminating 
tourlat here, but wll) even enable 
‘‘ordinary people living on 
salaries oa notoriously low as

My only quibble with both these 
publications is thelr pedestrian 
production.

Even the 
dust-jacket of the Davis book 
mitigates agalnst taking the book 
in one's hand.

Any intelligent reader muat dis- 
trust what he is told by the media 
and never more than in wartime. 
War correspondents are 
notoriously unreliable as 
evidence, and the reaaons are not 
far to seck. Governments natural- 
ly tend to keep the press on a tight 
rein in wartime so as to prevent 
the publication of facts that could 
help the enemy or impair morale 
at home. 

The war correspondent, 
blinkered and often muzzled by 
the army, is, after all, only 
human. Even [f he is allowed to go 
wherever he wishes and report 
whatever he sees, he cannot 
always be where the decisive ac- 
tlon is going on; he is often ig- 
norant of the language of the com- 
batanta and he can hardly avoid 
belng blased by his own sym- 
pathies. 

But atill, even allowing for all 
this, the nowspaper-reading 
public has often been kept inex- 
cusably in the dark. One early ox- 
ample Is the Britiah concentration 
camps in the Boer War. At Bloem- 
fonteln the mortality rate was 383 
per thousand adults and 500 per 
thousand children, The truth 
about these camps was revealed 
not by a journalist but by Emily 
Hobhouse, the Quaker leader of 
the South African Conciliation 
Committea. 

World War I was less reported 
than romanticized by the Allicd 
press. Edith Cavell became a 
symbol of patriotic martyrdom at 
the hands of the barbarous Boche 
despite the fact that the French 
had already shot one woman for 
exactly the same offence and 
were to shoot another eight before 
the end of the war, . 


ONE OF THE most sensational 
storics of the war, the German 
corpse factories for distilling 
lycerine from the bodies of the 
lead, was later proved to have 
been a harefaced fabrication.

It was only in 1026 that

With the entry of America into 
the war and the Allied attempt to 
strangle the Bolshevik revolution 
a new situation emerged. 
American press coverage was 
more comprehensive and less 
tendentlous than the British. The 
London Times in particular was 
reluctant to belleve that the 
Russians were not solidly united 
against Germany. The American 
poet and journalist John Reed 
described the Second Congress of 
Soviets as Lenin's turn came to 
apeak: "Now Lenin, gripping the 
edge of the reading stand, letting 
his little winking eyes travel over. 
the arowd as he stood there 
waiting, apparently oblivious to 
the long-rolling ovation, which 
lasted several minutes. When ‘it 
‘finished he said simply, ‘We shall 


now proceed to construct the 
Socialist order!’ Again that 
overwhelming roar.”’ In England 
Phillips Price of the Manchester 
Guardian and Arthur Ransome 
(later known as a highly 
successful author of children's 
books) did what they could to set 
the record straight. 


THE SPANISH Civil War was 
remarkable in attracting as 
volunteers some of the leading 
writers of the day — Hemingway, 
Malraux, Orwell and Koestler, to 
name only a few. Most of them 
described the actions in which 
they took part, but not always 
with impartial honesty. Both 
Hemingway and Koestler drew 
freely upon their imaginetions 
and ignored what they did not 
wish to see. 

The extreme case was that of 
Claude Cockburn and the Czech 
Otto Katz, who reported an entire- 
ly fictitious battle to illustrate the 
gallant but unequal struggle the 
Republicans were waging. Not 
only were moat correspondents 
too personally involved to report 


᾿ objectively, but their editors at 


home were often disinclined to 
print the truth. When George L. 
Steer ofthe Times. reported on the 
bombing of Guernica, his paper 
printed :the story only reluctantly 
and after some delay. George 
Orwell's more detailed descrip- 
tion of the war, exposing the 


BT fallure of the berals and the Left, 


was rejected by the New 
Statesmaz, while Victor Gollancz, 
the left-wing publisher, turned 
down his book Homage to 
Catalonia. World War II found 
reportage at its nadir. In both Bri- 
tain and France the army censor 
was ruthless {jn suppressing any 
meaningful reports. In Germany 
the system was different. Writers, 
poets, artists and photographers 
were conscripted into PK 
(Propagandakompanien) in the 
army, Here is a specimen of the 
work of PK Sonderfuhrer Albert 
Cusian, :who now lives near Ham- 
burg. He writes of visiting the 
Warsaw Ghetto-with his Leica: "I 
photographed everything in sight, 
The subject matter was: so in- 
teresting. I took pictures in the 
morgue and at the Jewish 
cemetery. Bodies of Jews who had 
died in the night were laid out for 
collection in the morning. I'd wait 
until the collectors came and then 
take piotures of them." -

A leading U.S. Jewish intellectual speaks her mind on issues ranging from sex to Zionism. ROCHELLE FURSTENBERG reports. 


THE ‘“‘COMMENTARY FA- 
MILY,'' the coterie of writers 
and editors associated with 
Commentary magazine continues 
to be the “First Family" of the 
American-Jewish intellectual 
elite. Envied and emulated, they 
retain thelr predominance despite 
grumblings that they have 
become cranky politically and 
middle-aged in outlook. No 
magazine has arisen among the 
younger generation of Jewish in- 
tellectuals to challenge this 
predominance. Rather, young 
people stand in the wings waiting 
to be called upon to join "the 
family" itself. 

Midge Decter, 61, wife of 
Commentary editor Norman 
Podhoretz and herself a senior 
editor at Basic Books and a dis- 
tinguished writer (‘I am a jour- 
nallat,"’ she says, "8 provoker, a 
reader of the Zeitgeist"), is the 
First Lady of the “Commentary 
Family."

munities." And Decter had some 
provocative things to say about 


the direction many young Jews . 


had taken away from responaibili- 
ty. This, she feels, could seriously 
affect the American Jewish com- 
munity in the next 30 years. 
Implicit in her view is a com- 


parison between her generation — 


and the present one. 

. A little more than 80 years ago, 
the American Jewish elite to 
which Decter belongs came into 
thelr own. Their energy, ambition, 
ideals, and intelligence catapulted 
them into a comfortable, even a 
Powerful, position on the 
American scene. 

They did not shirk power and 
roponaibility. They sought it with 
all their might. By virtue of what 
Harold Bloom, the noted Yale 
Iterary critic and another partlc!-: 
Pant in the Dialogue, calla Jewish 
“text involvement" — immersion 
na literary tradition — Jewish in- 
tellectuala during the 1980s and 
19408 ‘made it." 

Jews, more than becoming 
novelists and poets, were the 
critics who read the American 
Uterary tradition and re- 


interpreted it in their own image. ἢ 


“This ‘text involvement’ or ‘text 
Obsessivenegs’ is no longer discer- 
nible among Jewish studenta at 
the elite universitiea,"*. Bloom 
Teported to the participants in the 
Dialogue. That which distinguish- 
ed Jews and gave them their uni- 
que identity as cross-oultivators 
of culture is dying out, he added. 


IT WAS THE ENERGY and ambi- 
tion that accompanied such “text 
Obsessiveneas’ to which Decter 
related. She pointed to the demise 
of energy ‘and the survival im- 
Pulse In young American Jews to- 
- day, in contrast to the this-worldly 
ite affirmation that characteriz- 
€d her own generation. 
_, An astute observer of young 
Americans and particularly as 
they are affected by the social- 
Sexual climate (she has written on 
this topic in The Liberated 
Oman and Other Americana, 
The New Qhastity and Liberal 
Parents, Radical  Ohidren)’ 
She’ declared at the Dialogue: 


“The alternate lifestyles that 
have arlsen, while less rude than 
the early radical movements, 
seem to me neither an {deallatic 
effort to find a better life nor even 
an effort to escape from the 
burdens and pressures of life in an 
advanced technological capitalist 
society. 

“All these so-called alternative 
lifestyles have one major feature 
in common: a new worship of 
sterility — homosexuality, the 
assault on motherhood and fami- 
ly, the blessings of childlessness, 
the commitment to mindless en- 
vironmentalism.’' These 
movements, she indicated, are led 
and peopled by Jews. 

Later, in the cool refuge of the 
King David lobby, we met to dis- 
cuss these matters at length. 

A large, handsome woman in 
whose manner reserve struggles 
with warmth for expression, 
Decter's ‘graciousness belles the 
acerbity of her writings. She dis- 
plays what seema to be a deep 
preoccupation with the questions 
of women and motherhood. 

“ΠΤ always think about kids," she 
said unsentimentally, and one of 
the few’ personal questions she 
asked me related to how many 
children I have. 


ZIONISM, according to Decter, 
comes as an antidote to the self- 
destructive tendencies she has 
observed among young American 
Jews. . 

“The impact of Zionism on both 
communities," she claims, ‘is to 
assert the value of Jewish life, to 
teach one to stand wip for one's 
own life, Not only Zdonist ideology: 
and an Israel. struggling for 
Jewish survivors and gurvival but 
the. texture of life in the country 
indicates as much. ᾿ 

“Being In Israel," she goes on,

The boys were still in Egypt 
and we had the privilege of 
viaiting the front. We travelled 
with the writer Hanoch Bartov to 
the Army camps. It was beautitul 
to see how each one of the soldiers 
we met were his sons. 

“And it is not only In wartime. 
The people, somehow, seem lke a 
biological organism preoccupied 
with life. Perhapa it goes back to 
the early kibbutz experience 
where everyone shared in the life 
of the children and had a sense of 
the ‘value of the young. It is as 
though the whole country is made 
up of aunts and uncles.” 

Thig Ufe affirmation, Decter 
says, attracts American Jewish 
students. ‘Israel, the refuge for 
Jews, has also become a haven for 
Amerlean Jewish youth,’’ aha- 
observes. ‘These are our displac- 
ed persons. At the moment there 
ig little in American life which 
calls upon the best in Americans. 
Young people come to Israel seck-: 
ing such ohallenges."* 

Decter's own daughters have 
been involved with Israel. ‘‘One 


daughter,” she relates, “came for © 


ἃ summer and fell in love with the 
country. For the next year she 
plotted how to return to Israel and 
finally came to study at the 
Hebrew University, where she 
graduated. 


“But she decided that if she. 
stayed ahe would forever remain. 


a foreigner here and went back. 
Nevertheless, although she is well 
established in America she cannot 
purge the Israeli connection and 


* community in an ultimate sense in 
. that they are responsible to de- 
fend It with thelr lives. There ig 


something manly in thia, 
“American men are never 
tested as men," she continucs. 
“They ran away from an un- 
popular war. Now, one is begin- 


. ning to hear echoes as to how run- 


ning away affected theac men — 
not those who went to jail for what 
they believed in, but those who 
dodged the draft by felgning men- 
tal {llness or queerness.” 

Not only the Vietnam War but 
perhaps, even more 50, the sexual 
revolution has emasculated the 
American male, she says. 
“Bomething,'’ she insists, "has 
gone cockeyed in social-sexual 
relations. Young women In the 
U.S. are on the upsurge. All the 
energy and vitality are on their 
side. On the other hand, ‘young 
men — the only word I can find to 
describe them {ig neuraesthenic. 
They're sickly, unmanned." 


IMPLYING that the sexual 
revolution has taken away the 
primordial role of men as pur- 
auer, Decter contends that "after 
age 16 young peopte go through 
one pseudo-marriage after 
another, They, are rarely called. 
upon to take responsibility. Sex is 
mechanical. Ambition [8 dis- 
paraged. Liberal parents have 
taught them to have ‘higher 
values' than ambition. 

“Shorn of all drives which 
generate energy and vitality, the 
most frequent complaint of young 
university men, next to the com- 
mon cold, 18 impotence. Boya at 19 
who should be at the peak of their 
enorgies ‘are listless!" she ex- 
claims. : 

When I suggested that the 
‘Israeli aide of things might not be 
as idéal as it looks, that male 
pride stemming from the Army 
can be characterized ag 
machiamo, and that sabra men 
are fraquently out of touch with 
their feelings, Deoter retorts, 
“I'm seeking an international 
mevement of people who are out 
of. touch with their feelings, who 
are not involved with themselves. 
. People who are in touch with the 

feelings of others. People who are 
, Feaponalble,” 


The tack of energy on the per- 
sonal level ts reflected in 
American national Ife as the 
“failure of nerve" in foreign 
polley, a retreat from American 
interests in face of an im- 
perlalistic Soviet Union. 

“Carter was elected,'' says 
Decter, "ποῖ because of who he 
was but because of who he wasn't. 
Like Ford, he's an Interregnum 
preaident. 

“But I have faith, declares 
Decter, "that the American peo- 
ple can come through. The foreign 
policy establishment are the 
bankers, Wall Street, The New 
York Times, this is the new class 
-- but there is still hope that the 
healthy instincts of the American 
people can surface." 

There are political figures on 
the horizon, Dector believes, who 
could harness the powers of the 
American people and override the 
Establishment. Patrick 
Moynihan, she feela, could do this. 


FOR MIDGE DECTER, who grew 
up in a community-oriented 
Zionist family in St. Paul, 
Minnesota, Zionism represents 
the Jewish imperative to live, and 
the ‘Imperative to live’ is the 
religion of the Jewish people. 

“Three philosophical systems 
— Jewish socialism, Jewish or- 
thodoxy and Zionism — competed 
for ascendancy at the beginning of 
the 20th century. Zionism,” she 
asserts, “won out. Only Zionism 
proved that it could mobilize for 
the defence of the Jewish people 
threatened by the Holocaust and 
afterward.” 

Asserting life itself as the final 
goal, Decter brushes aside 
questions as to what religious and 
cultural direction Israel should 
take, 

“After survival [8 aasured we'll 
worry about the direction of the 
country. Israelis,'' she says in 
good humoured exasperation, 
“always seak some meaning 
beyond. They can't, to paraphrase 
Macleish's poem, let something 
‘be.* It has alwaya to ‘mean.’ 

Decter's vision {a tied to living 
and improving life in the here- 
and-now. She observes with 
satisfaction the first signe of the 
waning of the sterility movement. 
Familles are beginning to come 
back Into style, she says. People 
are beginning to protest youth 
marauders instead of excusing 
them. .The [mpulse to self- 
preservation is raising its head. 
Young women In thelr thirties are 
running off to have their one baby. 

“Perhaps,” she smiles, ‘the 
epidemic is boginning to end." 

Denying that the tendency to 
sterilo alternate Iifestyles is a 
necossary reaction to technology, 
Decter explaing: ‘These young 
people were against economic 
growth. They might not have 
realized that's what they were 
flighting but it was. Now the 
epidemic has burnt itaelf out. " 

“The Impulse to economic . 
growth ien't necessarily 
materialism," she goes on. ''It's 
based on the belief that there's - 
endless possibility for making 
things better for everyone." 

She expounds a credo so 
American in its optimism, and in 
its vision of social progress. And it 
is appropriate for the generation 
of Jews who benefited from it dur- 
ing the past 30 years. Will it suf- 
fice for the next 30 years?

The artist and society 


Gil Goldfine 


IT IS with a great deal of ap- 
prehension that one approaches 
the conceptual premise for the Te 
Aviv Museum's current exhibit 
“Artist and Society, 1948-1978." 
Large and varied, the exhibits are 
devoted to examining the role the 
Israeli artist hag played in society 
in the first three decades of the 
state, his influence on the coun- 
try’s Institutions and his ability to 
capture the local ‘‘climate."* 

With the exception of isolated 
experiences, like didactic Chris- 
tan art or tribal ceremonial 
sculpture, the plastic arts have 
never created an atmosphcre for 
social! change, nor have they 
directly caused political rever- 
8818. Art tends to serve society, 
not master it. An artist concerned 
with social criticism is an obacr- 
vor of history. It is rare that, 
through hia work, he can become 
the catalyst for clviec con- 
sciousness. 

Hogarth, Daumier, Beckmann, 
Rivera and Tumarkin, to mention 
only a few, have, In their own time 
and place, created ambitious pic- 
torfal comments related to 
specific environments. But like 
the Pop artists of the 60's and their 
Dada forefathers, their 
pronouncements lean towards 
journalistic commentary, 
documents about society. With 
signs and symbols related to pay- 
chology and behaviour they 
burrow into a field of problems 
without suggesting solutions. And 
rightfully so, for art should 
challenge, be ἃ source of inspira: 
tion or irritation, form qualitative 
assessments; or be an une- 
quivoca! thing of beauty. 

Picasso's “Guernica” {gs an 
acknowledged masterpiece of 20th 
century art. Its greatness lies not 
within the framework of its 
collossal narrative but with its 
fascinating pictorial invention 
and ingenious drawing, two major 
forces harmoniously forged to 
Poignantly describe the human 
tragedy. Picasso's universal 
spirit gave birth to this brutal, yet 
eloquent message; and- yet the 
painting , as a painting, had na 
eftect whatever on the outconie of 
the Spanish Civil War. It did, 

ver, influence the creative 
thinking of countiesa others. 
. When art begins to serve the 
community, giving credence to its 
Mores and values, or acts as a 
Political watohdog, it is 
{ranstormed Into a tunctionary of 
the system, an I!lustrative 
eaucrat, The classic example 
is the Socialist Realism that 
flourishes in the Soviet Union.
